The Applicant has determined that the Wine Box Holder , product number AR4742, 
which is offered for sale at: www.whatonearthcatalog.com/graphics/products/large/AR4742.jpg, 
infringes the above-identified patent application by a rigid comparison of the filed claims to the 
aforementioned Wine Box Holder . 

It is my opinion that at least independent claim 1 1 is infringed by the Wine Box Holder 
shown in Attachment A hereto. 

On July 26, 2004, a search was conducted using the LEXIS database engine. The search 
criteria used with LEXIS was:

The database that was searched contained published and issued U.S. Patents, European 
Patents, Patent Abstracts of Japan and PCT Patents. The above-identified search string should

have located any published patent application or issued patent contain the words "platform" or 
"stand" and the words "box" or "beverage" or "wine" within ten (10) words of each other. 
Definite and indefinite articles are not included in the word proximity count. The data base 
include all patents and published applications, regardless of their class. 

The search identified sixteen documents listed in Attachment B hereto. The first page of 
Attachment B also shows the date and time of the search and the aforementioned search criteria. 

Of the references shown in Attachment B, the most pertinent one is believed to be U.S. 
Pat. No. 4,699,932, a copy of which is attached hereto as Attachment C. Among other things, 
the structure disclosed in the 6 932 patent does not have sides as claimed in the pending claims. 

For the foregoing reasons, an expedited examination of the above-identified application is 
respectfully requested.
